PRODUCTION  UP 

World  output  of  industrial  molasses  l/   during  tbe  crop  year  2/   of  1963-6^  is 
placed  at  2,99^  million  gallons,  second  only  to  the  record  outturn  in  I96O-61. 
The  output  was  up  6  percent  from  the  previous  year  and  23  percent  from  the 
1955-59  average. 

Output  of  molasses  follows  the  production  trend  of  centrifugal  sugar.  However, 
in  many  countries,  actual  production  statistics  are  fragmentary  or  nonexistent. 
As  indicated  in  the  accompanying  table  by  parentheses,  molasses  production  has 
been  estimated  in  many  countries  where  reliable  information  was  not  available. 
Such  estimates  were  calculated  primarily  on  the  basis  of  the  known  relationship 
between  production  of  molasses  and  of  sugar  in  other  countries  with  similar 
processing  methods.  However,  it  is  recognized  that  these  relationships  may 
vary  from  country  to  country,  and  even  from  year  to  year  in  the  same  country. 

For  a  number  of  years,  Cuba  was  the  world's  leading  producer  of  industrial 
molasses.  In  1961-62,  the  USSR  became  the  leading  molasses  producer.  Since 
then,  the  United  States  (including  Hawaii  and  Puerto  Rico)  has  been  the  number 
one  producer  of  molasses. 

In  addition  to  the  U.S.  and  USSR,  other  major  producers,  in  descending  order, 
are:  Brazil,  Cuba,  India,  and  Mexico.  Cuba's  1963-6^  industrial  molasses  out- 
put was  kO  percent  below  its  average  output  for  the  period  1955-59. 


1/  Industrial  molasses  as  used  in  this  report  includes  blackstrap  or  final 
molasses  from  raw  sugar,  refiners'  molasses,  and  beet  molasses,  but  excludes 
edible  molasses  and  table  sirups. 

2/   Crop  year  corresponds  to  the  period  in  which  centrifugal  sugar  is  produced. 
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The  accompanying  tables  on  molasses  trade  Include  only  specific  countries;  no 
estimates  have  been  made  for  total  world  trade.  Exports  of  industrial  molasses 
for  these  countries  totalled  U22  million  gallons  in  1963*  Data  are  not 
available  for  several  major  exporters  of  molasses  and,  therefore,  no  comparison 
with  previous  years'  figures  can  be  made.  As  with  sugar  production,  Cuba  played 
a  major  role  in  the  molasses  export  picture  during  the  five  year  period  1955-59* 
However,  since  that  time  exports  have  declined  significantly.  In  1961,  Mexico 
gained  the  export  leadership  and  has  since  maintained  this  position.  The  1963 
level  of  Mexican  exports  was  nearly  two  times  as  great  as  the  1955-59  average. 

.The  1963  iaports  of  industrial  molasses  in  the  listed  specified  countries  were 
6  percent  above  the  1962  level,  an  alltime  high.  The  United  States  is  the 
world's  leading  importer  of  industrial  molasses.  Although  the  amount  imported 
in  1963  was  2  percent  above  the  previous  year's  level,  it  was  still  well  below 
the  record  1*50-  million  gallons  imported  in  i960.  Imports  into  the  U.S.  still 
exceed  those  into  the  Western  European  countries,  although  the  latter  showed 
significant  gains  in  the  past  few  years.  With  imports  of  107  million  gallons, 
Japan  emerged  as  the  second-largest  taker  in  19&3 •  The  United  Kingdom,  which 
had  ranked  second  for  a  number  of  years,  was  third  in  19&3  as  imports  declined 
2k  percent  below  the  1962  level.  Other  leading  importers  were  West  Germany 
and  the  Netherlands.

The  1963  production  of  honey  in  18  selected  countries  was  65*+  million  pounds, 
an  alltime  high.  This  was  5  percent  above  the  previous  year  and  20  percent 
above  the  5-year  average  for  the  15  countries  for  which  1955-59  data  are  also 
available.  The  United  States  far  exceeds  all  other  countries  in  the  production 
of  honey.  Other  leading  producers  are  Mexico,  Argentina,  Canada,  and  Australia. 
The  major  exporters  of  honey  in  19&3  were  Mexico,  Australia,  and  the  United 
States,  while  West  Germany  accounted  for  65  percent  of  the  1963  imports  as 
shown  in  the  accompanying  table. 

United  States 

The  1963  output  of  honey,  299  million  pounds,  was  an  alltime  record.  It  was 
9  percent  above  the  former  record,  and  10  percent  above  the  previous  year's 
mark.  The  average  output  per  colony  was  a  record  5^  pounds  in  1963.  This, 
coupled  with  the  large  number  of  colonies  on  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  year, 
led  to  the  high  output. 

U.S.  imports  of  honey  continued  to  decline  in  19^3>  while  exports  increased 
significantly.  The  amount  exported  in  1963,  at  25,035  thousand  pounds,  was 
83  percent  greater  than  the  previous  year's  figure  and  the  second- largest 
amount  ever  exported  by  the  United  States. 

West  Germany  and  France  remained  the  leading  takers  of  U.S.  honey  in  1963* 
Together,  these  two  countries  accounted  for  65  percent  of  the  amount  shipped. 
All  major  outlets  increased  their  takings  in  1963*  while  several  countries, 
namely  Japan  and  Italy,  exceeded  previous  takings  by  a  wide  margin. 
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At  2,601  thousand  pounds,  U.S.  imports  of  honey  in  1963  were  6k  percent  below 
the  1962  figure,  and  at  the  lowest  point  in  recent  years.  Mexico  remained  the 
leading  supplier,  with  Argentina  in  second  place. 

All  indications  point  to  another  large  outturn  of  honey  in  1964.  The  number 
of  colonies  on  July  1  was  the  highest  since  1948,  while  the  condition  of 
colonies  and  nectar  plants  was  above  average. 

Mexico 

Generally  unfavorable  production  conditions  during  1963  caused  output  to 
decline  from  the  1962  level.  In  turn,  the  amount  exported  was  reduced.  West 
Germany  remained  the  biggest  outlet  for  Mexican  honey,  taking  69  percent  of 
the  1963  shipments.  Although  accounting  for  less  than  in  the  previous  year, 
the  United  States  maintained  its  position  as  the  second-largest  outlet  for 
Mexican  honey  in  1963.  Shipments  to  the  United  States  accounted  for  Ik  percent 
of  the  total.  Preliminary  information  indicates  a  1964  output  which  could 
equal  the  high  1962  level. 

Argentina 

Output  of  honey  in  1963  reached  record  proportions.  However,  exports  declined 
significantly  from  the  1962  peak.  Prospects  are  favorable  for  a  further 
production  increase  in  1964. 

Canada 

After  remaining  at  a  level  between  30  million  and  35  million  pounds  for  several 
years,  Canadian  production  of  honey  climbed  to  42  million  pounds  in  1963*  37 
percent  above  the  1962  level.  Canadian  exports  of  honey  increased  in  1963* 
bettering  the  1962  figure  by  20  percent.  At  the  same  time,  imports  in  1963 
were  nearly  6  times  greater  than  in  1962. 

Australia 

The  1963  output  of  honey  was  25  percent  below  the  1962  figure.  This  decline 
was  attributed  to  adverse  weather  and  heavy  losses  from  disease.  In  addition, 
beekeepers  in  the  State  of  Victoria  claim  that  the  improper  use  of  insecticides 
resulted  in  the  loss  of  approximately  one-third  of  their  bee  population.  Steps 
are  being  taken  to  avoid  a  recurrence  of  this  situation  in  the  future. 

Despite  the  decline  in  production,  honey  exports  increased  in  1963.  Present 
information  points  to  a  further  decline  in  production  in  1964,  and  this 
probably  will  lead  to  a  reduction  in  exports. 
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West  Germany 


Although  the  1963  output  of  honey  was  27  percent  above  the  1962  level,  it  was 
still  well  below  the  peak  production  in  1961.  Relatively  low  production  per 
hive,  coupled  with  a  smaller  number  of  productive  hives,  caused  the  1963  crop 
to  remain  below  past  performances.  The  present  outlook  for  honey  production 
in  196^  is  quite  favorable,  and  production  may  approximate  past  high  levels. 

Of  the  countries  listed  in  accompanying  tables,  West  Germany  is  by  far  the 
leading  importer  of  honey.  After  hitting  a  peak  in  1962,  imports  declined 
8  percent  in  1963.  Mexico  and  Argentina  were  the  two  leading  suppliers,  while 
the  United  States,  which  had  ranked  fifth  in  1962,  was  third  in  1963.  Imports 
from  the  United  States  increased  from  5  million  pounds  in  1962  to  11  million 
pounds  in  1963*
